extra features which contribute 
to comfortable living, as well as 
all the essential requirements of 
the modern home, arc contained

Although the house is small, 


there is a utility room for laun-

mains to be determined. 
It could 


be set forth in treaties or created 
through the formation of some 
new regional defense system joined 
by the United States as well as 
western Europe. 


3—Use cf military missions. 
It seems certain that if this 


country again sends large quanti- 
ties of arms and highly complicat- 
ed military machinery to Europe 
it will also have to provide offi- 
cers to teach their use. 


4—Tighter high-command rela- 


tions. 


One of the wartime organiza- 


tions between 
Britain and the 


United States which still exists is 
the combined chiefs of staff. It is 
considered fairly sure by some 
authorities that if and when the 
United States makes strong- mili- 
tary commitments to western Su- 
rope. a much greater international 
staff work may be required.
